This is a summary of tne telephonic interview held between Applicant's attorneys, 
(Marc E. Prown and Krista VinK Venegas), Applicant (Dr. Eric Ting). Examiner Vanessa 
Ford and Supervisor Uynette Smith of Art Unit 1646, on June 22, 2004. 

The Response that was sent to the examiner on May 4, 2004 was discussed (copy 
attached). Pending claims 1-2, 8-12 and 50 were discussed in view of the 35 USC §112. 
1f1 enablement rejection maintained by the Examiner. 

First. Applicant's attorneys requested that the Examiner reconsider the finality of the 
present Office Action since the Examiner raised for the first time in the final Office Action a 
new basis for rejecting the pending claims for lacK of enablement, and a non-final 
opportunity to respond to this basis was not provided to the Applicant. 

Second, the Applicant responded to Examiner Ford's inquiries regarding examples 
of "lest agents" which may be useful in practicing the daimed methods, including but not 
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limited to peptide fragments, chemicals and pharmaceuticals which may be used in the 
form of panels for high throughput screening. 

Finally. Applicant s attorneys outlined the response to the remaining has.s for lacK of 
enahlementwrth respect to the function of Nell-1 and "modulation of mineralization " 

The examiner indicated that she would: l) reconsider the fmalrty of the last Office 
Action; 2) consider the Response filed in view of the discussion during the interview.
